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An extract of Mr. Paiterson’s ecperrence. 

Mr. Patterson spent the most of his time in a sea-faring life, 
and he observes that at times he has felt solemn conv ‘ction ci. 
bout his soul; but nothing especial took place in regard to re- 
ligion, until the beginning of the year 1813; at which tims, he 
had a fit of sickness, and after being visited by some religious 
people, his mind became deeply i impressed with a sense of his 
SITs He mentions a man in particular by the name of Davis, 
who prayed and sung with him, and Mr. Patterson then Says 
“j1e gave me to underst: and, that £ must pray for my self; but 
it really a appeared to me that [ was such a sinner that if 1 ate 
tempted to pray, my prayers would not reach higher than my 
head. 

After he left me, T remained three days: till at length, on 
the twentyninth of March, 1813, while lying and meditatine 
on death, Judgment an eternity, wd so weak in body that. I 
could scarcely be heard from iny bed-rvom to the kitchen, the 
Lord breke in upon me with the light of his reconciled coun- 
tenance, and swept iny load of wale away. My strength was 
so renewed, as that I could shout the high praises of God; the 
neighbors heard my triumphs of joy, and flocked in to behold 
2 wonder of mercy. 

Some appeared to have but a light epinion of my raptures, 
and bade ie be stili; but I exhor ted them to seck the Lord 
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ri while he might be found, and to eall upon him while he is near, 
iW. Like Bariimeus I cried but the louder, or with the more zeal, 
HG for the objections against me. 

‘Phe elements seemed to be changed, and this passage of 
scripture came fresh mto my nund, viz, “Ask, and ti shall be 
given you, seek and ye sh: ali Gnd: knock and it shall be o Ns 
ed unto you: for every one that asketh, receiveth: and he that 
seeketh, findeth; and to him that knoeketh, it shall be opens 
ed,” 

lt appeared to me that there was a ft ilness 1 in Choeist enough 
to save a lest and perishing world of mankid; and if any were 
east off at the great cd: ay of aceoun ts, when ati must ap] pear bes 
fore the tein bar of God to give an account of the deeds 
done i in the body, the. blame must eventu: ily be on their own 
shoulders. It appeared that God had so laid a plan cf salva. 
tion, that it was free, for all that would come and pertake of 
the water of life freely. 

I felt at this time such resignation to the will of God, that 
{ dared not pray to be restored ta my former health, nor to 
he taken away; but my prayer was, O Lord, not my will but 
thine be done,
